Many Restriction, to Be Removed Be 
tore There Can Be Thought 
of Suffrage. 

Terhnps It Is a little premature for 
Japanese women to think of suffrage 
when they are actually prevented from 
even passively listening to political 
epeechea. It Is curious to note In this 
connection that not a single voire has 
yet been raised against the legal dis- 
ability of married women and ai-o 
against the Injustice — or ut least hae 
unfalrnesa — to daughters of the Japa- 
nese law of succession.

Stale and municipal agencies will 
play the ln,|H,rtatit role In the work, 
under the program agreed upon by 
officials of the labor department. The 
fed. ml authorities.

of a clearing house of labor, ami In 
general sii|>crvlslon of the work of the 
stuto branches. 

Tending legislation before congres* 
Is schcxlulod for early consideration at 
the next session, the bills In both sen- 
ate ami house embodying provisions 
drawn by the conference on unemploy- 
inent. held Inst year, at the call of 
Socrotar> Wilson. The purpose of the 
measure Is to bring state and tnunlcl 
pal employment agencies Into morr- 
effoctlve 1 o-operatlnn with tile federal 
service by in. 11ns of subsidies to the 
several Mates to encourage them tn 
establish nnd Innltilalii. ncconllng tn 
standards laid down hy the central' 
federal otllce, agencies for the place- 
ment or jidi gittlng of workers. 

A federal labor agency Is not ex 
actly new, being originated as an 
ngency for the better distribution o( 
Immigrant labor, nnd so expanded for 
the war a* to assume practically ub 
solute control of the distribution of 
all labor. The labor recruiting of prl 
vate nnd aeiiil-puhllc agencies was 
then restricted. If not prohibited, sir

Some of the Difficultlea. 

Many people regnrd piny ns merely 
exercise, nnd ns the dally work of the 
fnrm nnd home furnish exercise It la 
difficult for parents to see the need for 
piny. The pioneers | n this movement 
nl*o have found that It Is more diffi- 
cult for rural people to engage In 
spontaneous recreational activities be- 
cause ,,f the Individualistic aspects of 
rural life. Tli. se nr.. some of th.' dlffl. 
eiiltl.s. which fnce the establish- 
ment of n rurnl recreational program. 

The opportunities, however, for de- 
veloping such a progrnm nre Indicated 
hy a number of conditions, to which 
reference !s made as follows: 

"In spite of the Increasing disparity 
l.etueen city nnd nnul population the 
country still has within Its communi- 
ties the larger number of children. It 
has resources In nature and environ- 
ment, now lost to the cities, which 
may he constructively used In a recrea- 
tion progrnm. The rural family has 
not suffered ns much disintegration aa 
the city family. It Is still unltlisl. Also, 
there nre no sharp lines of class cleav- 
age In the country; the rural popula- 
tion Is homogeneous and the people 
have an inherent Instinct for fellowship 
nnd sympathy for their fellow men, to 
which dormant trait recreation will

have been prescribed for future lssuea 
of all kinds of currency, are as fol- 
lows :

The 
bureau of engraving and printing has 
prepared a uniform portrait that will 
represent each denomination of all Is- 
sues of isiper money, aud ao the 
money tbut la In circulation today la 
gtuudurdlzed In up|»arauce. 

Aa fedVral reserve TeotetT Snd federal 
reserve bunk notes are now largely In 
circulation. It wus decided to adopt for 
all forms of currency the portraits 
that appear on IMH notes. Thla 
standardization will serve aa a safe- 
guard ami pr tlon.aguhist uote- 

ralallig. as well aa In the Interest of 
,s ..noiu). It assist* hunker*, buslneas 
men. and the |«'<iple generally In de-

Landscape gardeners are recom- 
mending substitutes for the corn- 
mo . barberry, a host of the black 
stem mat of wheat which causes enor- 
mous losses each year to the wheat 
crop. 

W here n purple variety Is desired 
In the shrubbery bonier, the purple- 
leaved plum may be substituted, ac- 
cording t<> I'. II. Elwood, Jr., assistant 
professor of landscape architecture at 
the Ohio State university. This may 
also be used as a high background 
tun**, or as specimen tree groups on 
the lawn. The purple haiel may alao 
be used as an accent of color In the 
Khrul'liery mnss. 

Many other shrubs can he used 
where the common barberry has or 
would have been planted, such aa the 
five-leaved angelica, red-twigged dog- 
wood, pink welgella. winged euony 
mus. white kerria and high bush emu 
berry. 

The common berberry must go, and 
the sooner we make up our minds to 
II the better. Hoot It out, nnd pat 
Koincthing else In Its place, and aoou 
Its absence will be forgotten.

Miss Agulnaldo la a atudent at the 
University of Illinois, Urbana, 111- 
While In Washington she was the 
guest of Mrs. Jaime C. deVeyra, wife 
of one of the resident commissioners 
from the Philippines. The Capitol 
building and the Congressional library 
appealed particularly to the young 
Flliplna, while the beautiful sights 
from the Washington monument thrill- 
ed her with delight When asked how 
she liked America, she smiled and an- 
swered : 

"It is a wonderful country. I didn't 
dke winter at first, but since I hsve 
learned how to sknte 1 am having fine 
lines. All the Americans whom I have 
net have been very good to me. My 
mends In L'rhana and my classmatea 
in Ihe university are just lovely, bat I 
cannot help feeling homesick at times 
because I am missing my father.

It 
Is regarded as a recently adopted pol- 
icy. The announcement expressly 
states that no recognition of the soviet 
gnw rnment Is Implied and that Indl 
vldunls and corporations trading with 
Russia must do so at their own risk 
and are not to expect assistance or 
protection from consular authorities; 
also thut Ihe post office department 
will be unable to accept mall to soviet 
Russia and that goods cannot he for- 
warded by parcel post, Materluls for 
war purposes continue under the ban 
and the state department will continue 
to refuse passports for Russia. The 
announcement means In effect that 
persons or corporations desiring to 
trude with Russia may do so by deal- 
ing with soviet agents In the United 
State* or In other countries. The state 
department warns American citizens 
against the risks Incident to the ac- 
ceptance of commodities or other 
values which may later be brought In 
to question. It is explained that the 
United State* does not recognize the 
validity of Industrial or commercial 
concessions granted by an 
tamtam authority.
